One of the meanest ofcharacter assassins is the anonymous

The news comes from Brooklyn, that 
a prominent physician of that place recently committed sui- 
cide as a result of this form of annoyance which.had been sent 
to him for several months. The postollice authorities were 
unable to identify the letter writer. ' The physician himself 
was unable lo locale his malignant enemy. He worried over 
the matter until he was completely unnerved and his self-, 
slaughter occurred during a spelUof temporary vinsanity, as 
indicated by an incoherent note lie wrote before taking poison. 


An exchange, commenting on the'case says: 
-"While the physiciaii'waS'weak, the unknown writer was 


guilty of homicide. 
He or she may not have contemplated 


such results, but the letters were evidently planned to destroy 
his means of livelihood. Judging; from the number of anony- 
mous communications that reach the newspaper offices, there 
must be hundreds of malevolent cowards abroad in the'land. 
II is a peculiar form of insanity thai prompts a man lo send an 
unsigned letter In annoy his-cnemy. Ofler the recipient sus- 
pects an enlirdly innocent party and the annoymoiis coward 
really injures ,.an individual he does not know and against 


' whom he has no grudge, There seems lo be no way to slop 
' the practice, although Ihe postal aulhorilies by due diligence 


may reduce it to Ihe minimum, but there is a way to avert in- 
jury. No recipient of an anonymous communication should 
allow il lo annoy him. Many happy homes would have re- 
mained unbroken bul foajji^suspjfioiij aroused by Ihe anony- 
motis letter fiend. Such cpmmunlelitions generally should IK, 
thrown into the wasle basket without a further thought, un 
less they happen lo be of a character that will warrant prose 
cillion of Ihe sender, when they should be turned over lo Hi 
postal authorities,"
